Tax'Rate Will
Be Icreased

Fourtéen Cents Added As
Result of Budget Adopted
This Week
s
The Los Angeles school district
‘tax rate will- be raised from $1.15
to $1.39 as the result of adoption
of a $32,967,708 budget by  the
board .of . education this week, it
was announced yesterday, ‘Only
George W. McDill voted against

the increased vhngct.

Property owners in ;this com-
munity and others throughout the
school district and representatives
of the California Taxpayers' Assoc-
fation had *sought a reduction in
the budget on the grounds that
the additlon of public utility prop-

sufficient. additional
the tax

would raise
funds - without  increasing
rate, iy z

Thousands of form letters, got-
ten out by the. assoclation and
signed by property owners, .pro-
tosted any increase in the tax
rate. A majority of the board
members, however,
unless “the budget was increased,
further cuts in  teachers' salaries
would be necessitated.

This -year's budget carries $423,-
268 loss of expendable funds:than
last  year, but “a cash reserve of
$1,000,000 is to be set up, thus ex-
plaining the increase.

Since the public hearing on the
budget last. week $38,000 < was
added for tuition’ of Los Angeles

and $5,000 was added for an inter-
school “mall system.
